Xindsley has been in France since the 
Urst of the year and his letter below 
tells interestingly of his experiences 
in getting to his present location. The 
letter was written from Brest, France, 
and dated February 4. Because of 
the ruling about using names of boats, 
persons, etc., it has been necessary 
for him 'to eliminate these names. 


His letter is as follows: 
I will try to stick to my word about 


•writing something for the News con- 
cerning my personal experiences in 
the navy. It Is rather a hard matter 
to do so, and you will notice that I 
have omitted all names of ships, per- 
sons, etc. This may never reach New- 
Smyrna, but I am hoping the censor 
will be lenient with it. 


After leaving the receiving ship at 


Philadelphia in company with about 
200 others, mostly seamen, we went

When Llndsley Rowe left bis studies 


"with the senior class of the high 
•school and his seat at the keyboard 
of the linotype in the News plant to 
enlist in the United States navy, he 
aaid that if he ever got across to the 
other side and was permitted to do so 
lie would write some of his exper- 
iences for the readers of the News, 
ilndsley has been in France since the 
flrst of the year and his letter below 
tells interestingly of his experiences 
in getting to his present location. The 
letter was written from Brest, France, 
and dated February 4. Because of 
•the ruling about using names of boats, 
persons, etc., it has been necessary 
lor him'to eliminate these names. 


His letter is as follows: 
I will try to stick to my word about 


•writing something for the News con- 
cerning my personal experiences in 
the navy. It is rather a hard matter 
to do so, and you will notice that I 
have omitted all names of ships, per- 
sons, etc. This may never readi New- 
Smyrna, but I am hoping the censor 
will be lenient with it. 


After leaving tho receiving ship at 


Philadelphia in company with about 
200 others, mostly seamen, we went 
to New York to embark. As far as 
: ny one knew we were all to go to 
Iil.3rpool, 
England.

mediately after arrival in New York, 
•we proceeded to the American Line 
docks, where we wore placed on the

most modern steamships' 


All were assigned third class pas- 


sageway, with second class dinner. 
After stowing away what little bag-

"If people understood what the boy 


scout movement means In training 
hoys to heroic service and making big, 
useful men of them, they would quick- 
ly rally to its support," said Mrs. A. 
C. Blackall, a visitor in Seattle and 
formerly vice president of the Wom- 
an's Liberal league a political organi- 
zation of West Australia.

"My husband and I were tn England 


when the war broke out, and every boy 
scout was called Into service by the 
British government to guard the rail- 
roads and public buildings and per- 
form various other patriotic services. 
The deeds of heroism by boy scouts 
which we personally witnessed made j 
me a lifetime advocate of boy scout 
work 


"Shortly after the war began we, 


with hundreds of others vcrc on a 
train going from London to a Channel 
port, when the train came to a sudden 
stop The engine had stopped within a 
foot or two of a boy scout guard who, 
finding a boulder on the track too large 
for him to move, had placed himself 
on the track before the oncoming train, 
signaling it to stop He held his ground 
and his life would have been sacrificed 
had not the engineer succeeded In stop- 
ping the train In time. His heroism 
saved ninny lives and the demonstra- 
tion those hundreds of passengers gave 
him is beyond description 


Another boy scout guarding an en 


trance of a government building in 
1 ondon with instructions to admit no 
one, "Was approached by a spy who 
threatened to shoot the boy if he did 
not allow him to pass 
The unirnicd 


liov scout refused to violate his trust 
and w n<! shot through the heart by the 
spy The shot attracted attention and 
fho murderer was captured. 


"These are but two of many Inci- 


dents of boy scout heroism In the Brit- 
ish Isles and n movement which Incul- 
cates such patriotism and heroism in 
the hearts of boys is worthy of un- 
stinted support" 


At the last annual encampment of 


the Grand Army of th6.Republle Com- 
mander William J. Patterson took oje- 
cnslon to thank the boy scouts fof 
their many helpful acts. The scouta 
are now more numerous than the mem- 
bers of the Grand Army itself, and 
their services are deeply appreciated 
bv the old soldiers cspccl illy during 
n unions in the large cities. It is 
touching to see the boys acting as 
guides and aides to the aged men, at- 
tending to baggage and conveyances 
and supplying at once any Information 
needed 
Old soldiers feel a pride in 


young Americans that they can bnt 
falntl) express.

'Sly husband and I were tn England 


when tbe war broke out, and every boy 
scout was called Into service by the 
British government to guard the rail- 
roads and public buildings and per- 
form various other patriotic services. 
The deeds of heroism by boy scouts 
which we personally witnessed made 
me a lifetime advocate of boy scout 
work. 


"Shortly after the war began, we, 


with hundreds of others, were on a 
train going from London to a Channel 
port, when the train came to a sudden 
stop. The engine had stopped within a 
foot or two of a boy ecout guard, who, 
finding a boulder on the track too large 
for him to move, had placed himself 
on tlie track before the oncoming train, 
signaling it to stop. He held his ground, 
and his life would have been sacrificed 
had not the engineer succeeded In stop- 
ping the train In time. His heroism 
saved ninny lives and the demonstra- 
tion those hundreds of passengers gave 
him Is beyond description. 


'Another boy scout, guarding an en- 


trance of a government building In 
London, with instructions to admit no 
one, "Was approached by a spy, who | 
threatened to shoot the boy If he did 
not ill low him to pass. The unarmed 
boy scout refused to violate his trust 
and was shot through the heart by the 
spy. The shot attracted attention and ! 
the murderer was captured. 
| 


"These are but two of many Inci- j 


dents of boy scout hejolsm In the Brit- ' 
ish Isles, and n movement which incul- j 
cates such patriotism und heroism la 
the hearts of boys Is worthy of un- 
stinted support."

though such regulations were volun- 
tary, as the food administration had 
no authority to Impose them " 


Domestic Price Is V/, to 9 Cent*. 
Retail grocers throughout tjie coun- 


try are supposed to take a profit of no 
more than 00 cents a hundred—half a 
cent a pound—on sugar. By reason of i 
food administration regulations, bind 
Ing refiners ntid wholesalers, the re- 
tailer Is able today to buy sugar at 
from 8 to 8% cents a pound. This 
enables him to sell to the housewife at| 
8H to 9 cents a pound. 


There have been some violations of 


the sugar rulings 
Mr. Hoover said 


recently. "Sales of sugar from 16 to: 
20 cents per pound have been reported 
and followed up \lgorously and stop 
ped and Is evidence Itself of the prices 
at which consumers would have been 
mulct had we not Intervened. We have 
forfeited wholesalers' licenses In ag-, 
gravated cases, and we have Issued 
warnings to first offenders In a great 
many Instances through our local ad- 
ministrators."

the shipping situation Is so acute that 
the nation cannot spare the eleven 
ships needed to transport this sugar 
It would take the boats one year to 
haul 260,000 tons. In the same time 
they .could be used for transporting 
200,000 soldiers to France. 


The food administration believes 


that the American public will diminish! 
Its sugar consumption by 10 or 15 per 
cent when It Is made clear that such 
sugar saving Is a patriotic act and 
when It i* understood that there are 
plenty of sweeteners available to take 
tb* place of sugar, such as honey on 
con syrup. 


Why Shortage Exists. 
; 


The three great sugar producing cen- 


ters of the world are Germany, the 
West and. East Indies. German sugar 
IS, of coarse, used at home. The East 
Indian sugar Is unavailable because of 
the ship shortage. 


While U boats made big Inroads on 


the world's shipping, France and Italy 
ceased to be self sustaining In sugar 
manufacture. 
England In the mean- 


time was cut off from German sugar— 
1.4WMNO tons a year—because of the 
war. The result has been that the al 
lied nations have been forced to turn 
to America and the West ladle* tor 
their *afar.
